This  increase  was  due  to  a 2 percent  increase  in  the  rate  of  lay, 
which  more  than  offset  a 1 percent  decrease  in  the  .average  number  of  layers  on 
hand  during  the  year.  Egg  production  in  1953  was  above  that  of  1952  in  all  regions

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At  the  "beginning  of  195?  -there  were  2 percent  fewer  layers  on  farms  than  a 
year  earlier.  Although  there  was  no  change,  in  the  number  of  chickens  raised  on 
/..farms  in  1953  compared  with  1952  sthe  number  of  layers  on  farms  on  January  1,  1954 
was  2 percent  above  a year  earlier*  The  11  percent  increase  in  number  of  pullets 
more  than  offset  a 12  percent  decrease  in  hens.  On  January  1,  1954  farmers  had 
387,338,000  layers.  These  layers  consisted  of  66  percent  pullets  and  34  percent 
hens,  compared  with  61  percent  pullets  and  39  percent  hens  a year  earlier* 

In  1953,  the  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  on  hand  during  the  year  was 
182  eggs,  compared  with  178  eggs  in  1952.  The  rate  of  lay  was  at  record  high 
levels  in  January,  March  and  the  last  6 months  of  the  yeara 
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
